‘fRe reason for this marked change in public opinion is not far to seek. 
+>Mani€@ba tried Government ownership and operation of interior elevators, 
and it was far from being a success, cither financially or in the character of 
the service rendered. Saskatchewan, on the other hand, tried the experi- 
tent of creating a large co-operative company, composed of the farmers 
themselves, managed and controlled entirely by farmers, but assisted with 
the financial backing of the Provincial Government. 

Fromiits inception the Saskatchewan experiment has been an outstand- 
ing success. That success has been due to the whole-hearted and loyal 
manner in which the farmers have supported their own institution—some- 
thing it was’ predicted they would not do; it has been brought about by not- 
ably careful and efficient management; and, lastly, it has been made possible 
because of the sympathetic treatment accorded on all occasions by the Gov- 
ernment, which has placed the resourees and credit of the Province back in 


the control and management of that enterprise 

Saskatchewan has borrowed millions which have been loaned to the 
Saskatchewan Co-operative Elevator Co, but that Company has met every 
payment of principal and interest as it has become due, and the Provincial 
treasury and the Saskatchewan taxpayer has not been called upon to put up 
a dollar. In addition to these direct loans, the Government has pledged 
the Provincial credit for other millions by giving guarantees to the Banks 
for the repayment of loans made direct to the Company. It is an acknow- 
fledged fact that without this Government backing, the Saskatchewan Co- 
operative Elevator Co, could never have succeeded in its earlier years, nor 
So succeessful, 


have achieved the fine record which stands to its-credit. 
Indeed, did the Saskatchewan experiment prove to be, that the other Prov- 
Inces finally adopted it. And co-operative interior elevators have been 
followed by terminals owned and managed by these same companies. 

The splendid results achieved by co-operative elevators led to the for-| 
mation in Saskatchewan of the Province-wide co-operative. creamery com- 
pany, which took over all the Government owned and operated creameries, 
and has established many new ones and enlarged the old-ones. It is re- 
peating in its field the co-operative clevator 
panies, and has established cold storage plants and other subsidiary enter- 


s the success of com- 
prises 

Next came co-operative stockyards, which are yet in their infancy but 
which promise to become an important factor in the development and pros- 
perity of the livestock industry of the West. 

Co-operative wool marketing is now recognized as the most feasible and 


best method of handling the wool clip of the West, and has for some years 
past demonstrated its practicability by obtaining for the sheepmen of the 
West a higher price for raw wool than could otherwise have been secured 
by them. 

Co-operation between Government and people has also resulted in Sas- 
katchewan in a very rapid extension of rural telephone lines and facilities 
throughout the Province, bringing the farm home into immediate and direct 
communication with market towns, doctors and nurses, and removing to a 
large degree that isolation from which the farm home suffered in the past and 
which was one of the chief obstacles to keeping many people on the land, 

The successes which stand to the credit of all enterprises in the West 
based on the co-operative principle have resulted in the development of a

U. S. Bank Failures 


Many Canadians will be surprised 
to read in connection with two of the! 
latest failures of banks in North Da- 
kota that the capital of one is given 
as $25,000 and of another $10,000, This 
capitalization looks extremely small 
to Ganadians who are familiar with 
banks capitalized at sums running ‘into 
the millions, The American policy 
has becn to encourage the little banks 
on the theory that a multiplicity of 
banking institutions would give an 
elasticity to credit and make it easier 
*to do business. 

The result has been the creation of 
hundreds of local banks, working on 
local capital, as contrasted wifh the 
Canadian systcin of great banking in- 
stitutions, with a central organization 
and branches in a score of cities and 
towns in every province. Ina period 
of depression scores of these small 
banks in the United States close their 
doors. Such a condition cannot but 
add to the panicky feeling that exists 
at atime when there is restricted 
business, unemployment and a con- 
serving of capital. From this distance} 
it looks as if a bank with a capitaliza-| 
tion of $10,000 was too much of a 
gambling proposition. In good times 
it might be all right; in hard times it 
becomes a menace,
